Government Names 9 Foreign Cor- 
porations and 7 Individuals;

NEW YORK, Jan. 29 (AP).—

‘U. §. HEAVY BOMBER CREWS 
IN BRITAIN CUT TO NINE MEN 


Reasons Are Decline in Nazi 
Opposition and Increase 
in Escort Forces. 

LONDON, Jan. 29 (AP). — The 
steadily rising power of American 
fighters, coupled with declining 
German air ce reaction to day- 
light aerial attacks, has enabled 
the United States Eighth Air 
Force to reduce the crews of heavy 
bombers from 10 to nine men. 

The standard combat crew had 
been 10 men since the early days 
of the war when the gunners on 
the bombers often were kept busy 
for hours parrying the attacks of 
Nazi fighters. The duties of the 
crew now have been rearranged 
so that one waist. gunner position 
is handled by the navigator. 

The move not only lightens the 
load but also releases one man 
from each of some 2000 bomber 
crews for other duties. 


FD. R. EXPECTED 
0 AID WALLACE 
IN SENATE FlGnil 
FOR CABINET POS! 


Supporters Said to Have 
Asked President to Or- 
der or Urge Transfer of 
RFC From Department 
of Commerce. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 29 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt may take a 
direct hand in efforts to salvage 
a cabinet post for Henry Wallace. 

Senate sources said Roosevelt 
had been asked by supporters of 
Wallace either to transfer Govern- 
ment lending agencies, including 
the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration, from the Department of 
Commerce by executive order or 
state publicly that he would ap- 
prove legislation to accomplish 
this. 

These same persons said they 
were informed that when Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt attends a 
dinner in Wallace’s honor in New 
York tonight she may take along 
a message from the President to 
be read, 

Senator Guffey (Dem.), Pennsyl- 
vania, a Wallace supporter, said 
that, although he knew nothing 
about any impending presidential 
action, he heard that “some work 
has been done over the week end.” 

Wallace’s nomination was held 
up temporarily in the Senate Com- 
merce Committee, which voted 14 
to 5 last week against reporting it 
favorably. Chairman Bailey 
(Dem.), North Carolina, said he 
had been unable to complete the 
report in time for submission to- 
day and that it would have to wait 
for the next session, probably 
Thursday. 

Bailey told reporters he would 
have formal reports ready later in 
the week on both the nomination 
and the bill by Senator George 
(Dem.), Georgia, to divorce the 
monetary agencies from the de- 
partment. 

Senate Republicans took no ac- 
tion on the Wallace controversy 
in a membership’ conference. 
Chairman Vandenberg’ (Rep.), 
Michigan, said the nomination and 
the George bill were discussed at 
length but no votes were taken. 


Vinson May Get Loan Post, 


Reports circulated, meanwhile, 
that, if the dual powers formerly 
wielded by Jesse Jones are sepa- 
rated, Stabilization Director Fred 
Vinson might be the President's 
choice for loan administrator. 


As the situation stands, Wallace, 
the former Vice President, appar- 
ently can be confirmed to the 
Cabinet—if he wants to wait jong 
enough to let the bill on the 
RFC become law and his oppo- 
nents don't force a test vote on 
the nomination in the meantime. 
This would require President 
Roosevelt's co-operation in sign- 
ing the measure or letting it be- 
come law, 


But confirmation for the com- 
bined Commerce and lending posts 
appeared definitely headed for 
defeat. An administration survey 
indicated a minimum of 45 ad- 
verse votes, likely to be a majority 
because of absences. 

In eitger event, interested Con- 
gressmen heard that Vinson might 
get the call to handle the purse- 
strings that the President took out 
of Jones's hands. Whether he 
might also be nominated for Sec- 
retary of Commerce if Wallace is 
turned down flatly, remained a 
matter of conjecture.

Gen. Courtney H. Hodges had ad- 
vanced more than three miles.

To the south, the Third Army 
was either near or across the Ger- 
man border all the way to Saar- 
brucken. 

Thus Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower’s forces were deployed along 
or beyond 200 miles of the Sieg- 
fried Line all the way from Hol- 
land to the south part of the Saar- 
land, The reduction of the Ar- 
dennes bulge had released perhaps 
20 American divisions from the 
straightened salient, allowing them 
rest for the next battle,

GEN. MacARTHUR’S HEAD-

Adm, William F. Halsey’s Third 
Fleet has inflicted greater destruc- 
tion on the Japanese than any 
other fleet in history has caused 
to an enemy, 

“We began sealing the tomb 
which the Japanese have created 
for themselves in their ill-gotten, 
treacherously-obtained empire,” 
Halsey said in a press conference 
summarizing his fleet’s accom- 
plishments in the last five months. 

The fleet, Halsey said, material- 
ly aided reconquest of the Philip- 
pines. Halsey paid tribute to Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur and the Fili- 
pinos and gave part of the credit 
for Japan's desperate plight in the 
Philippines to the Japanese com- 
manders themselves— “the silly 
fools.” 

Blocked Enemy Air Power. 

“We started operations five 
months ago below the fifth lati- 
tude and ended up around the 
twenty-fifth. We moved west from 
longitude 135 to longitude 110,” 
he related. 

“We have prevented excessive 
damage to Gen. MacArthur’s forces 
by destroying air power which 
might have been available for re- 
inforcements in the Philippines. 

“The Japanese have lost control 
of the South China Sea. Forces 
of the United States Pacific Fleet 
can go into it any time they want 
to.” 

During the last five months the 
Third Fleet has sunk 652 enemy 
vessela—89 warships with an easti- 
mated 241,000 tonnage and 563 
merchant and support craft esti- 
mated at 776,000 tons.

Promise All-Out Battle 
for Berlin—High Offi- 
cials Reported Moved 
to Munich. 


LONDON, Jan. 28 (AP).—Nasi 
leaders began preparing the Ger-

Nazi officials had left Berlin for 
Munich and declared that the lat- 
ter city henceforth will be the

The Nazi press, painting the 
blackest picture yet of Germany’s 
position, has declared that the 
“next eight days” will decide the 
war, Swedish correspondents re- 
ported from Berlin. 

Flashes of gunfire or reflections 
of: fire against the sky along the 
Russian front could be observed 
from the eastern part of Berlin 
last night, according to a Swedish 
citizen who arrived in Stockholm 
by plane. 

Georg Schroeder, Transocean’s 
chief correspondent, declared the 
German high command still held 
“trump cards” against the Rus- 
sians but admitted “the fate of 
the German capital is in the bal- 
ance.”

WITH THE UNITED STATES 
FIRST ARMY IN BELGIUM, 
Jan. 29 (AP).—Back to the war 
after 30-day furloughs in the 
United States, two antiaircraft 
soldiers yesterday gave the home 
folks—and America—a clean Dill 
of health. 

“Our poor old bodies belong to 
the army—but our souls are still 
back home,” sighed the G. Is— 
Ray Hammerstrom of Manteca, 
Cal,, and Bill Underwood of Cam- 
bridge, Ill. They are the first 
members of “the furlough patrol” 
in their unit to return to the bat- 
tlefront., 

They reported in Stars and 
Stripes, the service newspaper, 
‘that “the dames are prettier, the 
beer colder, the skies bluer, and, 
in general, the U. 8. A. is still 
tops.” 

The major gripe they had was 
the home front’s lack of cigar- 
ettes. 

“Trains are as crowded as the 
old French forty and _ eights,” 
Hammerstrom gaid, “But a uni- 


form, combat stars and a good 
line of chatter will usually get 
you a priority.” 

Both soldiers indignantly blasted 
the common front-line complaint 
—“that the folks back home don’t 
know there’s a war going on.” 

“That’s a crock of stew,” said 
Underwood. “The people at home 
know the score. Most of them 
have fathers or husbands or broth- 
ers in the lines. When a bullet 
hits Joe Doakes of Los Angeles, it 
hurts 11,000,000 mothers and fa- 
thers all over the country. If 
anybody tells you the people at 
home don’t care, he’s a liar.” 

Hammerstrom said, “we were 
well taken care of ali the way. I 
wasn't used to it. Imagine asking 
a couple of guys like us if we 
wanted more fresh milk—or have 
you had enough to eat, soldier? A 
guy can’t take that stuff like that 
all of a sudden.”

Fleet’s Toll Recounted. 

Communiques from the new ad- 
vanced headquarters of Adm. 
Chester W. Nimitz and flagship 
dispatches recapitulated losses in- 
flicted on the enemy by Third 
Fleet carrier plane blows against

Jan. 20-21. 

The communiques said the car- 
rier planes sank or damaged more 
than 125,000 tons of enemy ship- 
ping in the Formosa-Ryukyus 
raid. They shot down or destroyed

the ground. 

Rembert James, in a dispatch 
from V. Adm. John 8S. McCain's 
carrier flagship dated Jan. 21, said 
Takao, most important harbor on 
Formosa, was ruined. He quoted 
returning pilots as saying they 
blasted the entire harbor and dock 
area, leaving at least eight large 
fires on shore and numerous ships 
in flames. Five barrage balloons 
were shot down. 

Japanese ships were attacked at 
nearby Toshien naval base, at 
Keelung, on the northern tip of 
Formosa, in the Pescadores and at 
scattered anchorages. 

Scores of planes were burned on 
the big Heito airdrome, which was 
hit by bombs and rockets. 

21 Planes Shot Down.

Breslau Attacked from Rear. 


The Nazi communique acknowl- 
edged that in Silesia troops of 
Marshal Ivan §S. Konev's First 
Ukrainian Army further enlarged 
their bridgehead over the Oder at 
Steinau, 32 miles northwest of 
Breslau. 

Transocean, Nazi news agency, 
reported the Reds were assault- 
ing Breslau from the rear. It 
said Konev’s forces, striking from 
Ohlau, on the Oder’s west bank 
14 miles southeast of. Breslau, 
“now stands at the gates of Bres- 
lau.” 

All streets into the city of 650,- 
000 have been barricaded, a Ger- 
man front line report said, and 
“tank traps multiply hourly.” The 
whole Upper Silesian battlefront 
was “enguifed in flames” as the 
Nazis carried out a scorched earth 
policy, the account § asserted.

WEYWERTZ, Belgium, Jan. 29 
(AP).—Veteran First Division 
troops spearheading the American 
First Army's pre-dawn surprise at- 
tack . yesterday reported their 
heaviest resistance at the start 
came from mines and snowdrifts, 
three to seven feet deep. 

“The drifts were so deep that 
leading doughboys who broke trails 
had to change off every 60 yards 
—fagged out,” said Capt. Max 
Zero of the Bronx, N. Y. 

It was the first major attack 
by the famous “Fighting First” 
under its new commander, Brig. 
Gen. Clift Andrus of Washington, 
D, C. Andrus served the division 
for more than two years as artil- 
lery general. 

But the First Division has been 
making a series of “local attacks” 
for the last 12 days. 

“This was our thirteenth 
straight night attack in as many 
days,” Lt. Col. Robert Evans of 
Davenport, la., said, “and in that 
time we have advanced. eight 
miles, taken 1700 prisoners, killed 
a thousand or more Germans, cap- 
tured 10 guns and destroyed five 
tanks.” 

Clad in Snowcapes. | 

Shortly after midnight, front-line 
infantrymen clad in snowcapes 
and newly issue Arctic suits began 
assembling along the jumping-off 
line. 

The Germans had driven back 
an American outpost below Mir- 
feld, and to regain this territory 
Capt. Everett L. Booth, East Chi- 
cago, Ind., took a company of men 
at 1 a.m. and cleaned out the 
woods south of Mirfeld, taking 30 
prisoners in two hours. 

At 4 a. m., zero hour, all was 
ready, 

The white-clad figures moved 
stealthily in long lines through 
the blizzard.

The resumption of heavy bomb- 
er blows after a four-day layoff 
caused by fog and snow came at 
a critical time for the German 
high command. 

During the full, tactical units 
on the continent waged constant 
warfare on Western Front rail 
lines, highways and . bridges, 
jammed night and day with east- 
bound column of enemy tgaffic. 

Yesterday marked the third an- 
niversary of the United States 
Eighth Air Force, which observed 
the occasion with a 1000-bomber 
raid over the Ruhr area. 

The Eighth was activated in Sa- 
vannah, Ga. Jan. 28, 182 The 
force's first heavy-bomber opera- 
tion was an attack by 12 Fort- 
resses on fhe railyards at Rouen 
with an R. A. F. Spitfire escort, 
Aug. 8, 1942. 

The biggest raid was Dec. 24, 
1944, when more than 2000 Fort- 
resses, Liberators and nearly 1000 
fighters struck against Marshal 
Karl von Runstedt’s Belgium of- 
fensive. 

Since the first mission, the 
Eighth has dispatched more than 
250,000 bombers and 210,000 fight- 
ers. About 13,000 German air- 
craft have been destroyed. Losses 
have been 3837 bombers and 1748 
fighters, whose crews totaled more 
than 40,000 men.

GOVERNMENT PREPARES 
TO APPEAL WARD RULING 


CHICAGO, Jan. 29 (AP). — The 
Government today began legal 
preparation to appeal the United 
States District Court ruling that 
President Roosevelt acted without 
authority in the seizure of Mont- 
gomery Ward & Co. properties. 

J. Albert Woll, United States At- 
torney, said yesterday he believed 
the case would be carried to the 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals in a day or two. Court rules 
allow the appelant 60 days to take 
action. Under a stay of proceed- 
ings granted by Judge Philip L. 
Sullivan in his ruling Saturday, 
the Army continued its operation 
of the 16 seized Ward properties 
in Chicago and seven other cities. 

Judge Sullivan ruled that Wards 
is not a war production plant 
within the meaning of the War 
Labor Disputes Act and therefore 
is not subject to the seizure pow- 
ers of the act.

They 
included James M. Pendergast, 
nephew of “Boss Tom,” who has 
faithfully tried to hold the ma- 
chine together; his brothers, Hugh, 
Francis and Robert Pendergast; 
Bernard Gnefkow, long-time sec- 
retary to the “big boss” at his po- 
jitical office at 1908 Main street; 
James J. Hurley, old-time justice 
of the peace from the original 
Pendergast First Ward, Tim 
Moran, boss of the Eleventh, and 
M. O. Walters of the Fifteenth. 

In death, Pendergast emerged 
from an enforced obscurity which 
shadowed his last years because of 
the rigid requirement of a Fed- 
eral parole imposed on his re- 
lease from Leavenworth prison, 
May 30, 1940, after serving a year 
and a day of a 15-month sen- 
tence for income tax evasion 
growing out of his secret part 
in the fraudulent 10-million-dol- 
lar stock fire insurance rate com- 
promise of 1935. The parole, 
which would have expired May 30, 
forbade his participation in poli- 
tics and prohibited him from bet- 
ting on the horse races—a habit 
which cost him literally millions 
of dollars and led to his down- 
fall and the collapse of his polit- 
ical dynasty. 

Thousands Pay Respects. 

But throughout the day yester- 
day and far into the night thou- 
sands of men and women, of all 
sorts and conditions of life, filed 
by his bier in a flower-banked 
room of an undertaking estab- 
lishment. There were men there 
who were youths with the robust 
Tom Pendergast of more than 
three decades ago when he 
learned his first lessons in rough- 
and-tumble practical politics from 
his older brother, Jim, down in 
the old First Ward. 

There were women in mink and 
women in faded cloth jackets. 
There were prosperous men in ex- 
pensive suits, and there were men 
who buttoned worn coats close 
against the biting wind. Many 
stood outside before they could 
gain admittance into the crowded 
rooms. The mourners represented 
the polyglot that was the heart 
and soul of the Pendergast organ- 
ization. They had in common the 
ability to deliver the votes and 
unwavering loyalty to the boss. 

There were even some in the 
throng who went to prison for 
vote frauds, after 60,000 ghost 
votes were found on the 1936 elec- 
tion rolls, rather than betray the 
organiz.tion. 

Slowly the line filed by the open 
casket, looked for the last time on 
the features of the 72-year-old 
Pendergast. In his hands he 
clasped a rosary. A géld crucifix 
was by his side. By the casket 
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has been authorized by the War 
Production Board to manufacture 
2000 non-electric domestic refrig- 
erators during the first quarter of 
1945, the Associated Press reported 
today. 

A spokesman for the concern,

Mystery: Who Asked That Train 
Be Held for Col. James Roosevelt? 


President’s Son Denies Making Request That 
Delayed Crack Streamliner One Hour 
and 7 Minutes. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 29 (AP).—Union 
Pacific’s crack streamliner, the 


City of Los Angeles, made 
up the hour and seven min- 
utes lost when it was held here 
Saturday night to permit Col. 
James Roosevelt and his wife to 
make connections, but it remained 
undecided today who asked that 
the train be delayed. Col. Roose- 
velt denied making the request. 

The Roosevelts arrived in Chi- 
cago from Washington on Penn- 
sylvania's Manhattan Limited, 
which was delayed more than six 
hours by bad weather. 

E. W. Everson, assistant station 
master of the Chicago & North 
Western station, where the Union 
Pacific train is made up, said he 
received the request to hold the 
train in a telegram bearing James 
Roosevelt's name. 

Col. Roosevelt, in Salt Lake City, 
where the train arrived on sched- 
ule last night, said: “I didn’t ask 
to have the train held. It must 
have been the conductor of the 
Manhattan Limited that asked 
for it to be held.” 

The conductor, C. W. Kleinfelter 
of Fort Wayne, Ind., reported he 
had sent no telegram and that he 
was not aware that Col. Roosevelt 
was a passenger, representatives 
of the road said. 

Everson said delaying of the 
train departure was “not common 
but not unusual.” 

“It has been done several] times 


in the past year and three or four 
times in the past six months,” he 
said, “If a representative of a big 
firm on Government business or a 
Government official must make 
the connection we consider hold- 


ing the departure. If it had been 


high officer making the request, 
we would have done the same 
thing.” 

Everson said the Roosevelts had 
reservations on the City of Los 
Angeles, whose Chicago departure 
was scheduled for 6 p.m. Lynn L. 
White, vice president in charge of 
operations for the North Western, 
said that when the request was 
received it appeared the City of 
Los Angeles’ departure would have 
to be delayed only a few minutes. 


“But the incoming train from 
Washington kept getting later 
and later,” White said. “It was 
just one of those things.” 

A spokesman for the Union Pa- 
cific Railroad, to which the tele- 
gram to hold the train normally 
would have been delivered, de- 
clined today to make any state- 
ment regarding it, citing a war- 
time rule against discussion of 
the movements of military per- 
sonnel, 

In Washington Jonathan Dan- 
lela, presidential administrative as- 
sistant, when asked whether Col. 
Roosevelt had given the White 
House any explanation, replied: 
“We know nothing about that.”

800 Japanese were killed and 50 
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enemy tanks destroyed in the 
five-day battle. 


A third point of resistance was 


Fort Stotsenburg, adjacerit to 
Clark Field. MacArthur reported 
both as captured in his Friday 
communique, but field reports 
said the Japanese still were offer- 
ing resistance at the fort three 
days later. 

Fred Hampson said in an Asso- 
ciated Press dispatch that dough- 
boys “overran most of the Clark 
Field system late today (Sunday), 
but were stopped in their tracks 
at the far side where the collec- 
tion of barracks, hangars, band- 
stand and residences makes up 
Fort Stotsenburg.” 

“It was still a no-man’s land,” 
he said, “At nightfall we were 
fighting a grim force of Japanese 
defenders.” 

Another dispatch from Hamp- 
son, dated today, said the Yanks 
were “closing in” on Fort Stotsen- 
burg at noon, finding almost no 
opposition of consequence except 
in the hills. 

MacArthur said his men cap- 
tured a tremendous amount of sup- 
plies at Clark Field, including 200 
new aircraft engines, large stores 
of ammunition and food, more 
than 40 pieces of artillery and 
great quantities of signal corps 
equipment. 

MacArthur also identified ele- 
ments of nine Japanese divisions 
fighting on Luzon. They are the 
Second Armored Division, which 
has lost 71 tanks, the Eighth, 
Tenth, Twelfth, Nineteenth, Twen- 
ty-third, Fifty-eighth Independent 
Brigade, 103rd and 105th. In ad- 
dition there are a number of Ma- 
rines and naval organizations and 
service units. 

Opposing this enemy force are 
five American divisions so far an- 
nounced by MacArthur, along 
with an additional regiment and 
a Ranger battalion. 

(The Japanese news agency Do- 
mei said two more American divi- 
sions have landed on Luzon, bring- 
ing the total strength of United 
States forces on the island to sev- 
en divisions, including two tank 
divisions. There was no American 
confirmation. 

(The Domei dispatch admitted 
the Americans had “succeeded in 
taking a portion of Clark Field.”) 

American bombers dropped 200 
tons of bombs in successive days 
on coastal defenses at Corregidor 
fortress and the Cavite naval base, 
scoring direct hits on gun posi- 
tions. Subic Bay and the Bataan 
peninsula also were pounded.

Allied radios in German-lan- 
guage broadcasts told the German 
people of the futility of their 
fight. 

Peace Feeler Report. 

Ralph Hewins, correspondent of 
the London Daily Mail, said in a 
Stockholm dispatch that Hugo 
Siemens, German industrialist, had 
been sent to the Swedish capital 
two weeks ago with fuil authority 
from the German Government to 
seek a separate peace with Brit- 
ain and the United States. 

“Siemens returned to Germany 
knowing the terms of uncondition- 
al surrender and that we do not 
propose to negotiate behind the 
Russians’ backs,” Hewins wrote. 
He gave no authority for his re- 
port.

PERIL AFTER WAR 
TRUMAN ASSERTS 


Discussion With Labor, 


Farm 
Spokesmen. 


WASHINGTON, Jen. 29 (AP).— 
Vice President Truman called yes- 
terday for continued united action 
in this country to win the war and 
the peace, and to solve the post- 
war problems of reconstruction 
and rehabilitation. 

Discussing “what Americans 
can look forward to in the next 
four years,” Truman declared in 
the “America United” radio forum 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor on the National Broadcasting 
Co. network, that “the basic do- 
mestic problem before America is 
to continue the spirit of co-opera- 
tion from war production to that 
of peace.” 

“The only real danger to our 
national] security, in peace as well 
as in war, lies in the possibility of 
disunity,” he said. “One thing this 
war should teach us is the tre- 
mendous power of our country 
when united in a worthy cause.” 

Asserting that “slowly we learned 
that political isolation became im- 
possible,” the Vice President said 
“with peace we shall see that eco- 
nomic isolation is also impracti- 
cal.” He declared “our primary 
problem is to make our foreign 
relations and foreign trade as 


\ pleasant and profitable as possible 


for all concerned.” 


Also appearing on the forum 
program were William Green, AF'L 
president; Eric Johnston, presi- 
dent of the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and James G. 
Patton, president of the National 
Farmers’ Union. 


In reply to question from Green, 
Truman said “as long as we Amer- 
icans work together and utilize 
wisely our great wealth of man 
power, technical skills and natural 
resources we can expect full em- 
ployment in our peacetime econ- 
omy in a reasonably short time 
after hostilities end.” 


He told Johnston that prospects 
for business expansion during the 
next four years “are very good,” 
and said private business “must 
be given all possible assistance by 
the Government to insure sound 
economic expansion for the bene- 
fit of all.” 

Describing farmers as “the sound 
; stabilizing force in our economy,” 
the Vice President told Patton in 
answer to a question that the do- 
mestic market can “make substan- 
tial contributions towards our goal 
of full employment only if the 
farmer’s income is held at decent 
levels in keeping with our high 
standard of living.”

HALF ENOUGH IN ARMY AREA 


Maj. Rolland D. Snuffer, post 
chaplain of Fort Francis E, War- 
ren, Wyo., has arrived in St. Louis 
to recruit additional members of 
the chaplain corps, it was an- 
nounced today by Army Service 
Headquarters at Jefferson Bar- 
racks. 

Maj. Snuffer said camps in the 
Seventh Service Command, which 
includes Missouri, will have only 
half the number of chaplains 
needed, because of the large num- 
ber assigned to overseas duty. 
Several hundred additional chap- 
lains are needed nationally by 
June 1, he said. Before entering 
the army in 1941, Maj. Snuffer was 
pastor of churches in Mount Ver- 
non, Ia. and Iola and Wichita, 
Kan.

—The newest model of the P-38 
Lightning fighter-bomber plane 
can carry a bomb load of 4000 
pounds, 50 per cent more than the 
previous model, Lockheed Aircraft 
Corporation announced yesterday. 


“Present bomb capacity arms 
the Lightning with a striking pow- 
er greater than that of the early 
Flying Fortress,” the company 
said in disclosing some details of 
the new P-38L. 

Speed, increased 6 per cent, now 
exceeds 425 miles an hour, Maxi- 
mum rourdtrip range has been 
boosted, by installation of addi- 
tional fuel tanks in the wings, to 
more than 3000 miles.

SHOOTS StL 10 DEATH 
AFTER WOUNDING WIFE 


Granite City Man Had Been 
Nervous for 3 Months, 
Deputy Is Told.

She said he fired one shot at 
her as she ran into the kitchen 
and another which struck her as 
she opened the back door. As she 
ran across the yard to a neigh- 
bor’s house, he fired two more 
shots wildly. A moment later an- 
other shot was heard within the 
house, 

Mrs. Joyce told Craycraft her 
husband had seemed in good 
spirits yesterday. She said she 
did not know the cause of his 
nervousness but that about two 
months ago he took an overdose 
of sleeping powder and one time 
threatened her life. She is em- 
ployed at the Granite City Army 
Engineers’ Depot.

LANS for competition for a design to carry out the Jefferson 
Memorial on the riverfront, open to architects of the entire West- 
ern Hemisphere, with a proposed first prize of $25,000, were dis- 


closed today by the Jefferson National Expansion Memorial Asso- 


eiation. 


The association, sponsor of the 
memorial, which works in close co- 
operation with the official Federal 
agency, the United States Terri- 
torial Expansion Memorial Com- 
mission, has undertaken to raise 
a fund of $225,000 for the competi- 
tion. Luther Ely Smith, chair- 
man of the association and chair- 
man of the commission's execu 
tive committee, and W. C. D’Arcy, 
chairman of the association’s pub- 
licity committee, expressed confi- 
dence that the fund could be ob- 
tained, chiefly through a few rela- 
tively large contributions from 
business interests, and said that 
several pledges, for a fairly sub- 
stantial sum, had been obtained 
so far. ; 
Underground Parking. 

While adhering to the historical 
objective of the project, which 
would commemorate the purcha 
of the Louisiana Territory 
Thomas Jefferson in 1803 and the 
subsequent pioneering of the West 
radiating from St. Louis, the as- 
sociation also has in mind the im- 
portance to the city of completing 
the riverfront development in or- 
der to preserve the downtown 
business district from decay. In 
this connection it is proposed to 
provide for a large sub-surface 
parking garage on the site, for 
private automobiles and local 
busses. : 

The need for such a parking 
place, coupled with the projected 
main highways to lead into Third 
street from the southwest and the 
northwest, is strongly emphasized 
by downtown merchants and city 
planners, fof the purpose of ar- 
resting downtown decay. 

Preparation of a design is re- 
garded by the association as a 
major piece of planning for post- 
war employment. Yunds for con- 
struction can be obtained after 
the war, the leaders are confident, 
but they believe it would be inop- 
portune to ask Congress for an 
appropriation now. 

The architectural competition, 
for which there are numerous 
precedents in the profession, would 
be in two stages, similar to one 
held by the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, Washington, last year. Judg-s 
ing by inquiries already raceived, 
the association is of the opinion 
that architects of established 
reputation would participate. 


Generalized Plans Sought. 

Only generalized plans, not in- 
volving elaborate work, would be 
expected as original entries in 
the competition. A jury of ex- 
perts would select the 20 best 
schemes and each of their au- 
thors would be given a $5000 hon- 
orarium to enable him to employ 
help and take time to develop 
his plan. Then the jury would 
pick winners of the $25,000 first 
prize, a $15,000 second prize and a 
$10,000 third prize. The winner of 
first prize, if employed for the 
final design, would be expected to 
apply the prize money toward the 
standard fee. Of the fund being 
sought, $75,000 would be devoted 
to preparation of preliminary in- 
formation about the site, obvious 
requirements of design and so on, 
and for expense of the jury. 

Whether the competition would 
be carried out under auspices of 
the association, the commission, 
or the National Park Service, 
which owns the site, or a com- 
bination of these agencies, is un- 
determined. 

There is no preconceived idea 
of what the memorial should look 
like, of what useful or ornamental 
structures should be placed on it, 
or of what useful functions, if any, 
might be included other than the 
garage. Smith and D'Arcy, having 
interviewed business men lately, 
are enthusiastic over the possibil- 
ity of making a place of national 
er international renown. They 
visualize the equal of a Parthe- 
non, attracting visitors in great 
numbers and engendering a new 
sky line along Third street, 


Favors Shaft or Spire. 

Smith,.father of the memorial 
idea, believes the design should in- 
clude some central feature of out- 
standing prominence, indicative of 
the pioneer spirit—perhaps a shaft, 
a spire or a building. He thinks 
there could be a place for pleasant 
restaurants with a view of the 
busy Mississippi, and that adjoin- 
ing private property would attract 
apartment houses and hotels. 

A sports stadium, such as-has, 
been suggested occasionally, could 
hardly qualify as the central fea- 
ture, in Smith’s opinion, but he 
said contestants should not be 
hampered by numerous restric- 
tions. Obviously, a permanent air- 
port on the site would not be feasi- 
ble, he said, but a helicopter land- 
ing place might be. The airplane 
landing strip proposed for the site 
now is intended only for tempo 
rary, experimental use, while the 
area is open. 

The very size of the site, 82% 
acres, might be appalling to a de- 
signer, if he had to attempt a de- 
tailed plan instead of a generalized 
one in the first stage of competi- 
tion, Smith pointed out. The site 
is three blocks wide, from Third 
street to the levee, and 13 blocks 
long, from Eads Bridge to Poplar 
street, plus a strip to the west in- 
cluding the picturesque Old Court- 
house, now a Park Service mu- 


~ 


seum of the Louisiana Purchase 
and the winning of the West. 

Subscriptions by individyals to 
the association’s competition fund 
are deductible on income tax re- 
turns on the ground that they are 
a gift to the United States in view 
of the association’s co-operation 
with the commission, said Smith, 
a lawyer. Corporations are pro- 
hibited by law from making gifts 
to the Government, he said, but he 
believes it can be established that 
a subscription by a corporation is 
deductible as an ordinary and 
necessary business expense, be- 
cause of the direct influence the 
memorial would have on business. 

The memorial association was 
formed late in 1933, the Federal 
commission organized under au- 
thority of a joint resolution of 
Congress a year later, and a city 
bond issue of $7,500,000 was voted 
in 1935, to pay a quarter of the 
memorial cost, the idea then and 
now being that costs eventually 
would aggregate 30 millions, It 
was specified that the city’s money 
could be used only as the Federal 
Government provided funds in the 
proportion of three to one. 

President Roosevelt set up $6,- 
750,000 of Federal funds by exec- 
utive order and accordingly $2,- 
250,000 of the city bonds were sold, 
providing an aggregate of nine 
millions, with which the site was 
acquired, cleared and roughly 
leveled. It has been. standing 
almost altogether idle for nearly 
four years. 

There remain to be issued by 
administrative action, whenever 
more Federal] funds are available, 
$5,250,000 of the city bonds. To 
match them would require $15,750,- 
000 of Federal funds—a total of 21 
millions for construction of the 
memorial. The association leaders 
believe the Federal portion might 
be derived by executive order from 
possible postwar public works 
funds or by congressional appro- 
priation. They would have the 
garage built out of the general 
fund. Its cost has not been esti- 
mated but available data indicates 
it would be several millions. 


JAPANESE DIET APPROVES 
RECORD MILITARY BUDGET 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 29 
(AP).—Both houses of the Japa- 
nese Diet have approved a rec- 
ord-breaking 85 billion yen mili- 
tary budget. (The yen is valued at 
84 cents in United States cur- 
rency, making the amount of the 
budget $71,400,000,000.) 

Munitions Minister Shigero Yo- 
shida told the House of Repre- 
sentatives Sunday the military 
situation had made the transport 
of petroleum from southern oc- 
cupied areas “increasingly diffi- 
cult,” but promised “strenuous ef- 
forts” to increase oil production 
in Japan, occupied Manchuria and 
North China, with “special em- 
phasis” on “production of arti- 
ficial petroleum fuels, alcohol and 
pine root oil.” 

Prince Kan-in, of the Japanese 
Imperial family, was quoted as 
telling Japan's silk yarn producers 
that “the war situation is be- 
coming ever more grave and the 
empire is at the turning point 
which will decide its rise or fall.” 


U.S, HAS FORTHRIGHT PROGRAM 
ON WAR GRIMES, GREW SAYS 
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WASHINGTON, Jan. 29 (AP).— 
The State Department has _ re- 
newed its request for a special 
appropriation to provide full 
American participation in the 
United Nations War Crimes Com- 
mission. 

Acting Secretary of State Grew 
in announcing this today added 
that this Government has a “com- 
prehensive and forthright” pro- 


jgram for dealing with war crim- 


inals. 

“It is the policy of this Govern- 
ment,” he said, “to see to it that 
the Axis leaders and their hench- 
men who have been guilty of war 
crimes and atrocities shall be 
brought to the bar of justice.” 

Congress late last year turned 
down a $30,000 request for salary 
and expenses for Herbert C, Pell, 
American member of the War 
Crimes Commission, and his staff 
over a six-month period.

The first German consideration, 
therefore, is to interfere with 
Russian movements,’ especially 
those large-scale movements which 
are necessary for sustained offen- 
sive power. The best means open 
to the Germans of doing this is to 
hold stubbornly to the main rail 
and road centers of the area im- 
mediately in front of the chosen 
defensive zone. This they are 
doing. They are clinging to EI- 
bing, Graudenz, Torun, Poznan 
and Breslau. All these places ex- 
cept Breslau are surrounded, but 
it seems likely that it is the 
armored and motorized elements 
of the Red armies which have 
by-passed them. 


These elements will not be able 
to smash through a major de- 
fensive zone defended in depth, 
unless it is very weakly held. The 
Russians will probably have to 
move up their infantry divisions, 
and_plenty of supplies, in order to 
fight for a decision on the bor- 
ders of Brandenburg and Pome- 
rania, They can not do this rapid- 
ly if they have to by-pass the 
main transport centers and go 
around by secondary circuitous 
routes. Tus the Germans seek 
to gain.

CHURCHMAN LAYS

— The 
Archbishop of York said today 
that “war weariness” was affecting 
British-American relations, adding 
that Americans frequently failed 
to realize that Britons were “ex- 
ceptionally sensitive to criticism” 
after more than five years of war. 

“Our cities and villages are still 
suffering from rockets and flying 
bombs which may any day bring 
death to our women and children 
as well as our menfolk,” the Arch- 
bishop said in a diocesan leaflet. 
“We find it difficult under these 
conditions to read patiently criti- 


cisms which impute to us un- 
worthy motives of which we are 
innocent and which seem to ignore

CHUNGKING, Jan. 29 (AP).— 
The first Allied truck convoy to

What amounts to a piece of boondoggling is 
going on at the office of the Election Board, 
where clerks are checking the 133,224 names 
on the 10 School Board candidates’ petitions. 

The job is in order, of course, since it is the 
Election Board's duty to make an investigation, 
in view of the discovery that five petitions con- 
tain names faked by various crude devices. 
It is also the duty of the authorities to take 
whatever action is possible, such as prosecuting 
the name-fakers or barring from the ballot any 
candidate who lacks enough genuine signatures. 

But this is nothing more than boondoggling 
in the sense that the expenditures of so many 


-laborious clerk-hours would be unnecessary if 


St. Louis had a sensible, practical method of 
choosing School Board members instead of the 
antiquated system that opens the way to phony 
signatures and other abuses even more danger- 
ous to the schools’ welfare. 

Dr. George D. Strayer, top authority on school 
administration, has just recommended for Boston 
a plan of choosing School Board members iden- 
tical to that proposed here last spring, but still 
only in the talk stage as fag as St. Louis is 
concerned, 

The Strayer survey for Boston urges appoint- 
ment of School Board members by the Mayor 
from lists of nominees prepared by a com- 
mittee of leading citizens, to be followed by 
a popular vote on recall or ratification of each 
member after he has made a record by serving 
two years. This plan is now before the Massa- 
chusetts Legislature, though with some modifica- 
tions. 

No filing of petitions. No costly campaigns. 
No political wire-pulling. No unqualified can- 
didates trying to get on the board to drum up 
private business for themselves. No confusion 
among voters trying to choose among a string 
of unknown candidates. Instead, a combination 
of the best points in the election and appointive 
systems. 

But what is happening in St. Louis? For the 
April 3 election, we have a list of 10 candidates, 
mostly strangers to the general public. Five of 
them are busy denying that they know their 
petitions contained bogus signatures, which is 
judicious of them, since the law calls it a felony 
for a candidate knowingly to file a petition 
bearing such names. However, the candidates’ 
buck-passing statements are pretty grave reflec- 
tions on the honesty of their backers who cir- 
culated the petitions. 

If these five candidates are barred from the 
ballot, the election will be meaningless, for 
only five candidates will be left to run for five 
board vacancies. If they are not barred, it will 
mean an open invitation to petition-faking, a 
formal notice that nothing will be done even 
when open cheating occurs. 

A largely incompetent School Board, an elec- 
tion that threatens to reduce the democratic 
process to absurdity—how much more evidence 
do St. Louis citizens need as to the present sys- 
tem’s breakdown before they demand—and get 
—legislative action to install the new method? 
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Oh, Mr. Heath!

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The Soviets Ask for Credit 


The recent request of the Soviet Union for 
six billion dollars credit for postwar purchases 
from the United States means, primarily, that 
Premier Stalin has made up his mind to get 
along with America in the years after the war. 
It means also he intends to find the way for 
Russia to make use of the technology and pro- 
duction capacity of this country in rehabilitat- 
ing and expanding the heavy industries of the 
U. S. S. BR. 

It means, too, that the Soviet state confi- 
dently expects to be able both to service part of 
the debt to be contracted, and also to pay on 
the principal, through the direct export to us of 
materials we need. Even more importantly, it 
testifies the Kremlin’s expectation of being able 
to make exports of consumers’ goods to other 
nations which will become the basis for dollar 
exchange with which to pay the rest to the 
United States, 

In other words, these sales would have no 
flavor of lend-lease, with its philosophy of con- 
tribution to a common pool of goods and serv- 
ices for the winning of the war. They would 
be straight-out sales on credit, with provisions 
for steady but sure repayment. 

From the standpoint of economics, this should 
be an admirable path to explore and pursue. 
Sumner Slichter, the Harvard economist, has 
said that there is less overlap between the 
economies of the United States and Russia than 
those of any of the great industrial nations, a 
fact which is particularly important because it 
eliminates the necessity for such a trade war 
between us as developed between Britain and 
Germany in the 20 years before the First World 
War. The productions of Russia and America 
are much more complementary than competitive. 

From the standpoint of high politics, such an 
arrangement would seem definitely in the na- 
tional interest of the United States, as it is 
more obviously and directly to that of Russia. 
After victory, we will need large customers for 
our heavy industries, our machine tool trades, 
our makers of capital equipment. We will need 
the added weight in diplomatic relationships 
which this favor to Russia should provide. This 
business arrangement would be of the greatest 
aid to the stabilization of our postwar economic 
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_ment.

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Radio’s Plug-Uglies 

For a medium with a powerful voice, radio 
is almost inaudible in defense of its advertising 
plug-uglies. Since suggesting improvement of 
newscast commercials, the Post-Dispatch has 
published letters of indorsement from radio 
listeners, Federal Communications Commissioner 
Ray C. Wakefield and a prominent advertising 
executive, William C. D’Arcy. Yet the men most 
responsible for what radio says are generally 
silent. 

Silence is strange coming from an industry 
where silence is not golden. The article oppo- 
site this page points out that listeners seeking 
entertainment and information get a liberal 
dosage of pill-talk. From skin to viscera, from 
teeth to kidneys, no part of the body is ignored 
by radio’s loud-speakers. : 

Hit-and-miss, as the article indicates, radio 
men are becoming more sensitive to their own 
commercial bad taste. Credit is due to the fore- 
sighted networks and stations even for limited 
attempts to lift their industry by its advertising 
bootstraps. But the debate over what should 
be the rule and who should impose it shows 
that this great business of broadcasting lacks 
a general commercial standard. Radio is free 
with advice about human ailments, but doubtful 
about its own. 

If radio is to put first things first, certainly 
broadcasters might agree that delivery of the 
sublime or tragic news of wartime is a prime 
public service. Americans do not stand by their 
radios to learn of kidneys, clogged nostrils and 
body odors. In a news broadcast, an objec- 
tionable plug is particularly obnoxious. 

For this reason, the Post-Dispatch has sug- 
gested a simple policy: (1) to stop the distasteful 
interruption of newscasts with middle commer- 
cials and (2) to stop objectionable sponsorship 
of news. 

Some broadcasters have taken steps in this 
direction, but it is not enough. Again, if radio 
is to put first things first, the major clean-up 
job belongs to the networks. The networks 
broadcast the programs demanded by the largest 
audience; individual stations will not eliminate 
popular network programs because of their ad- 
vertising content. The networks themselves, 
which originate the programs, have a primary 
responsibility in the matter. 

How much longer will the big networks 
scramble the news with plug-uglies? 
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Stockholder’s View 


“The, good citizen, in time of crisis, accepts 
without reservation emergency controls.”

Ward’s, writes the New York Herald Tribune, to

are against the general interest of the nation at 
war, his eourse ef discord should be at an end. 
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Unconditional Surrender Defined 

Outraged though we all are with the sys- 
tematic murders by men in German uniform, a 
few of which were recalled in a two-page spread 
of photographs in yesterday's Pictures section 
of the Post-Dispatch, the Allies are not going 
to retaliate in kind. That should have been 
made abundantly clear to every German who 
heard the American radio broadcast in Europe 
Saturday. It was an excellent statement. 

Surrender must be unconditiongl, it said, to 
avoid what would otherwise be a strong possi- 
bility that die-hard Germans would later say 
we had tricked them. That allegation, it will 
be recalled, was seized upon by the Nazis in the 
1930s to whip up German sentiment for a 
second war. This time, we are determined to 
build strong psychological foundations of peace. 

But, as the statement continued, we have not 
ourselves thrown humanity overboard. For 
Nazis, for all who can be identified as war 
criminals ‘in violation of the Geneva Convention, 
there will be criminal justice. But “mass re- 
taliation is one of the things we are fighting 
against.” Other Germans, most Germans, will 
at last have the opportunity they never had 
under Hitler: to become free citizens of a 
country pursuing decent goals. 

If a people poisoned by so many years of 
Hitler falsehood dare take it at its face value, 
the statement should make a _ consequential 
breach in Germans’ will to fight on. 
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A Cheer for Sistie and Buzzie

certain nowadays: that Sistie and Buzzie Dall, 
the President’s grandchildren, are a couple of 
model youngsters. News dispatches and _ col-

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Moyne Case Shows the Jews’ Plight

Cairo murder of British official by terrorists was dramatic episode 
ih persecution of the Jews, paper says; 4,000,000 already dead in 
Europe, and no one knows whether the remaining 1,200,000 will 
be given chance for new life; nations should open doors, it says.

Eliahou bet Souri and Eliahou Hakim 
have been sentenced to die. They expected 
no other verdict. One of them simply 
asked that instead of being hanged, they 
shoot him. 


The words these young men spoke, to ex- 
plain why they shot Lord Moyne, will never 
be known. The Egyptian Court, acting un- 
der British influence, suppressed their 
statement. The correspondents were or- 
dered to take no notes. 


Background of the Crime 


But the Moyne murder will not rest as 
the simple assassination of an official by 
two terrorists, though the British prefer to 
treat it on that plane. It is a dramatic 
episode in the plight of the Jews—a black 
page in a terrible story. 


For the crime itself there can be hothing 
but horror. 

The conduct of political affairs by mur- 
der is as reprehensible when practiced by 
two young idealistic Hebrews as when it is 
practiced by British officials who turn 
Jews back from Palestine’s doorg to Hit- 
ler’s Gestapo; as reprehensible as the acts 
of the British Colonial Office (including its 
onetime secretary, Lord Moyne) that gave 
the men and women on the ships Struma 
and Patria no alternative but death—either 
in the sea or at Hitler’s hands. 

But can anyone, including the British, 
delude themselves into thinking that in 
killing these two young men, they ‘end the 
tragic story to which these men so in- 
sanely tried to call the world’s attention? 


Many Can Be Saved 


Where we look there are not two young 
men, but 4,000,000 men, women and children 
in Europe who died, in great part, because 
the world did not care to save them. Where 
we look there is not a Moyne case, but the 
case of the 1,200,000 Jews who are still alive 
and who still can be saved if we act at 
once, 

Of this number, 550,000 are in Nazi hands. 
Most of them are laboring for the Ger- 
mans. 

They get only a fraction of the rations 
allowed other subject peoples. And though 


some American Jewish organizations have 
offered to supply money to feed these peo- 
ple, our governments have not moved to 
expedite this help. 

Some are even holders of passports to 
Latin American lands or of the rare immi- 
gration certificates to Palestine. Has any 
government taken the steps necessary to 
rescue these people and get them to their 
destinations? 

These are the issues that will not be 
stilled or evaded, silenced in a Cairo court 
or ended at dawn in an Egyptian prison 
yard, 

As for the 650,000 Jews in liberated terri- 
tory, what is to become of them? They 
have not only hungered with the rest and 
feared with the others—they have suffered 
in special and most cruel ways. 

Where the others went on short rations, 
they got none. Where the others froze in 
shattered homes, the Jews had to hide in 
mountains and cellars like wild beasts, 

Where others were dislocated, they were 
completely uprooted. They need not only 
food and clothing. They need special help, 
designed to fit them to live again among 
human beings. 


Atmosphere of Despair 


We cite these facts because, unless we 
did so, the whole Moyne case would de- 
generate into a story of a hasty murder— 
would become disjointed, dissociated and 
meaningless. We desire, both for ourselves 
and for the British, that the world compre- 
hend and do something about the atmos- 
phere of despair that motivates such insane 
acts of desperation. 


For the central issue still is the salva- 
tion of the surviving Jews of Europe. The 
central point is still whether they shall be 
given food, whether attempts will be made 
to gain them egress to other nations, 
whether they will be allowed to go to Pales- 
tine and there start again to build their 
lives. 

Neither isolated terrorism by a discredit- 
ed gang nor censorship by Britain can con- 
ceal the problem. It is as plain as the 
broken bodies of 4,000,000 dead Jews can 
make it, as plain as the pathetic faces of 
the 1,200,000 who still survive, 


A New Constitution Urged in Tennessee

A. A, Maysilles, patriotic and astute Rep- 
resentative of Coffee Countians in the 
Legislature, has introduced a bill which 
would give to the people of Tennessee the 
opportunity at their next general election 
to decide whether a convention should be 
held to reform the Constitution in those 
details lacking to advance the public wel- 
fare. 

For decades, and especially in the present 
one, the need for constitutional revision in 
Tennessee has been felt and voiced. The 
charter, because of its pecullar provisions, 
has not even been amended since 1870. 
Nevertheless, our social life has proceeded 
to far greater complexities than the char- 
ter-writers of 75 years ago ever dreamed 
of, and a realignment of the document to 
care for our human interests is far over- 
due. Most of the states around us have.in- 


deed looked to their charters, and two— 
Georgia and Missouri—are now engaged at 
the task. 

We believe a constitutional meeting in 
our State is so desirable that Mr, Maysilles 
well could have suggested submitting the 
question at a special election in the nearer 
future, If the representatives of the people 
appreciate the very real need of charter 
revision, as well as the merit of Mr. 
Maysilles’ proposal, they will add to that 
merit by advancing the election date and 
passing the bill quickly.

“Reveries on the Art of War,” by Marshal Mae- 
rice de Saxe. 

The operations of Big Business pale into 
insignificance when compared to those of 
military authorities. Where a great factory 
employs thousands or hundreds of thou- 
sands of men, a modern army contains 
millions. 

To understand how to operate Big Busi- 
ness, the best training is in the Army. 
That is why Army officers often have made 
brilliant executives for large corporations. 
That is why young men make no mistake 
in taking West Point training. 

It is curious that only in response to 
military requirements was industry able 
to emerge from small production, household 
production, slave production, to modern 
mass production. Napoleon created the 
modern captain of industry. War made 
McCormick’s reaper and binder; war made 
synthetic rubber and atabrine;: war made 
radar. All the modern “efficiency experts” 
stem from Frederick the Great and Mar- 
shal Saxe. 


That is why these two handbooks, trans- 
lated and edited by Brig. Gen. Thomas 
R. Phillips, are of enormous importance. 
To learn 'a science, go to ¥ masters. 
There you will find lucidity an@ simplicity. 
The textbook writers, the popularizers, are 
mediocrities. They mess up the facts. 
To understand Einstein, go to Einstein. 
He can make relativity plain to a bus 
driver, because he knows what he is talk- 
ing about. 

Of course, these dreadful books deal 
with the slaughter of human beings. In 
the times of the Prussian King and the 
Marshal of France, Europe was a slaughter 
pen. To be a lover of peace meant to be 
a traitor to your King. There was no 
patriotism. War was on a commercial 
basis, Generals were hired like movie di- 
rectors by rival Kings, Saxe fought for any 
Prince whd had the money to pay him. 


Soldiers were bought and sold in those 
days. They were actually slaves, kidnaped 
and put into gorgeous uniforms so that 
they could not run away. A runaway sol- 
dier could be spotted 10 miles off. Line 
officers carried pistols, to shoot any soldier 
who tried to make a “planned withdrawal.” 
The Corporal shot the private, the Sergeant 
shot the Corporal, the Lieutenant shot the 
Sergeant, the Captain shot the Lieutenant, 
and so on. The General led the charge, 
confident that the troops would foliow, 
because they knew that turning back 
meant sudden death. 

This world war, we are told, is to cap 
ture mass production for the purposes of 
peace, to usher in the Century of the Com- 
mon Man. To understand this war to end 
all war we must understand the classic 
tactics and strategy of war in general. 
Here, in the papers intended for the 
private instruction of captains of death, by 
these two great men (and they were great) 
is the secret.

As Broadcasters Debate What 


To Do; Some 


Knock Out Plugs 


‘Listeners Are Bombarded With Advice on 


Medical Problems, 


Often Injected Into 


News Programs—Criticism Is Beginning 
to Have an Effect on Choice of Material.

Bad taste on the radio has 
reached a point where some of 
those responsible for it have be- 
come aware of it, even to the 
extent of taking a few corrective 
measures. Partly this is due to a 
genuine cesire to keep high stand- 
ards in a great industry, partly to 
increasi., criticism such as that 
of the recent Post-Dispatch edi- 
torial calling for less objectionable 
advertising in newscasts. 

Some. radio stations have im- 
posed stricter newscast advertis- 
ing policies. Others have elimi- 
nated the bul.. of patent medicine 
plugs. Some have restricted use 
of the short “spot” announce- 
ments. 

The question which puzzles 
broadcasters is, What do radio lis- 
teners most object to? Is talk 
the state of one’s kidneys more re- 
pulsive than advice on pointless 
remedies? Is commercial talk in- 
terrupting heroic news ,more 
shocking than a half-sung jingle 
about how Mrs. Vanderford Cor- 
nilliby anoints her skin? 

A Few Samples. 


While radio men demand to 
know what the listener doesn't 
want, they still bombard this un- 
known listener with a surprising 
volume of dubious listening. A few 
d ys’ attention to St. Louis radio 
stations produced these examples: 


“Dr. Blank’s acts to counteract 
you women’s troubles, soothes 
nervousness, relieves those pains 
: . Seven million women know 
what relief it brings.” And, “Like 
two shots, Such-and-Such relieves 
nasal stuffiness, clogged nasal pas- 
sages; shrinks Membranes.” Or, 
“Blank helps women at certain 
times, under certain conditions.” 


Then there is the dialogue be- 
tween Doctor and Junior, who 
says: “I LIKE Blank laxative!” 
Two film stars appear to advo- 
cate an under-arm deodorant to 
avoid “offending.” One announcer 
‘says that “Doe’s hair tonic” will 
remove that dandruff.” Another 
says that Blank soap helps pre- 
vent “soap dish jelly” and, patri- 
otically, saves fats, “precious war 
materials.” A third suggests a 
tooth powder which counteracts 
stained teeth and unpleasant 
*breath, possessing a “built-in 
mouthwash effect and a wonder- 
ful wintergreen flavor as well.” 


Pills Are Recommended. 


If the listener feels that the 
day is just too long, when he 
doesn't have pep because of dis- 
ordered kidney functions, he 
shouldn't neglect his kidneys. He 
should use So-and-So’s pills. This 
plug came before, after and in 
the middle of a serious news com- 
mentary. 

If the lady says to the radio 
druggist, “My family’s feeling un- 
der par—dull, tired and nervous,” 
the druggist says, “That may 
mean vitamin deficiency,” and he 
recommends more pills. Or, if the 
listener is growing older, perhaps 
he should adjust himself to natu- 
ral changes in life by trying a 
natural remedy, whose name 
spells something else backwards 


Moreover, the announcer will 
‘gay, “If your troubles persist, 
see your doctor,” but he may 
sound somewhat contemptuous 
about it. Physicians have ques- 
tioned whether those who buy 
radio's remedies actually need 
them, or, if such persons do have 
real maladies, whether the adver- 
tised remedies might not be harm- 
ful, 
One Woman’s Opinion, 


Certainly many newspapers and 
magazines offer similar advertis- 
ing. In the press, the advertise- 
ments are more easily ignored and 
a good deal less persuasive than 
when presented by an unctuous 
radio voice. Radio has more need 
to be careful. As one woman over- 
heard on an elevator remarked, “I 
was glad to see the Post-Dispatch 
editorial about radio advertising. 
. Those announcers are such liars! 
They tell you one minute that this 
is the best, and the next minute 
something else is the best.” 

n fairness, it must be said that 
tHe above examples of question- 
able radio advertising came from 
all four St. Louis network stations, 
but from some stations and net- 
works much more than from 
others. There is considerable dif- 
ference in policy among the chains 
and America’s more than 900 sta- 
tions. The difference is becoming 
more obvious, with individual sta- 
tions trying to clean up various 
types of “commercials.” 

Radio's critics may be surprised 
to learn that the most fervent cru- 
sade for good taste involves spot 
announcements—those little radio 
counterparts of the newspapers 
small advertisements. Cleaning up 
the spots is not entirely a side is- 
sue, because they make listeners 
wince as much as anything else 
on the air. 

From Symphony to Soap. 

Prof. Harlow Shapley, Harvard 
University astronomer, last Octo- 
ber had just listened contentedly 
to Arturo Toscanini’s symphony 
broadcast, when his radio blared 
a jingle about soap. The irritated 
professor wrote a letter: “We got 

. a hideous jingle about soap; 
and we could not protect ourselves. 
The great art had been prostituted 
in the interests of immediate cash 
return.” In addition, he threat- 
ened to throw the soap into an 
alley, 

A few days later, Harry Ban- 
nister, manager of WWJ, Detroit, 
replied to Prof, Shapley, or, as 
Broadcasting magazine put it, 
“Bannister Slides Down Profes- 
sor.” Bannister admitted a per- 
sonal dislike for singing commer- 
cials and spots hitchhiking on a 
concert. But he defended the 
general practice, pointing out, 
first, that advertising income paid 
for the great programs of radio; 
second, that the listener received 


+ 


dollar value when “15 seconds of 
buffoonery” pufsued 59 minutes of 
fine music. 


| The upshot was, however, that 
‘in November Bannister began to 
cancel WWJ's transcribed spot 
announcements. He explained that 
the station henceforth would use 
only “live” talent for spots, in 
order to retain full control of the 
announcements. Recorded’ spots 
usually come from advertising 
agencies, and cannot be edited, 
since they are on records. 


Since autumn, a number of sta- 


-}listener wrote Ww, 


tions have developed stern policies 
regarding spots. Broadcasters 
seem more aware that a distaste- 
ful jingle may injure the advertis- 
ing effectiveness of an adjacent, 
more lucrative program. One 
“A smart 
business man would know they 
build up gall instead of good 
wishes.” 


Yet broadcasters also are aware 
that spots bring in profits. An 
advertising agency executive point- 
ed this out to the Chicago Radio 
Management Club last month, and 
said he regarded the furor over 
spots as a teapot tempest. He 
said the problem was not whether 
to use spots, but how to use them 
and where. Another member of 
the club contended that the spot 
controversy was a smoke screen 
to hide ills in other quarters of 
the radio business, 


Some Curbs Imposed. 


Even before the spot dispute 
began, stations and networks were 
beginning to reconsider newscast 
advertising. Various broadcasters 
began to limit sponsorship of the 
news or to restrict the length of 
commercials. Some commentators 
managed to avoid the interrupt- 
ing or “middle” commercials. For 
instance, Sumner Welles, former 
Under Secretary of State, refused 
to accept a profitable radio con- 
tract until it was agreed there 
would be no advertising interrup- 


tion. 

For the most part, such activity 
by broadcasters themselves was 
hesitant. Many did not recognize 
that the development of heroic or 
tragic war news affecting listen- 
ers made some commercials more 
distasteful than ever. But last 
July, Leo J. Fitzpatrick, general 
manager of WJR, Detroit, became 
one of the first broadcasters to 
adopt this view publicly, when he 
banned middle commercials and 
limited newscast advertising time 
to two minutes in 15. 

Fitzpatrick noted that “radio is 
providing service that is genuinely 
appreciated by listeners,” but he 
said that war news was becoming 
quite personal and sometimes 
tragic to listeneis. “Too many 
times,” he said, “newscasters have 
teased an anxious audience by in- 
terrupting their accounts with 
commercials.” 


Restrictions by KSD. 


Letters of encouragement ar- 
rived at WJR from several station 
owners. Some advertisers them- 
selves agreed with the station’s 
policy, considering that it would 
make their type of advertising 
more effective. H. V. Kaltenborn, 
founder of the Association of Ra- 
dio News Analysts, wrote, “Our 
organization has expressed itself 
against the middle commercial, 
but you are the first to make it a 
definite matter of policy.” 

In this Kaltenborn was not quite 
correct, KSD, the Post-Dispatch 
station, had quietly adopted a 
strict newscast policy early in 
June, following an enthusiastic 
public reception of its dropping 
advertisements on D-day. KSD’s 
policy not gnly struck out inter- 
rupting news commercials and 
limited advertising time, but also 
restricted sponsorship of the news 
to advertisers such as banks, rail- 
roads, automobile firms and the 
like. 

The Post-Dispatch station went 
further and canceled accounts of 
proprietary medicines and other 
borderline sponsors. Nearly all 
stations have some policy about 
advertising they won’t accept, but 
in most cases the idea seems to 
be to reject the obviously unac- 
ceptable,  aparticularly material 
which might cause trouble with 
the Federal Communications Com- 
mission. 


One New York station, for ex- 
ample, refuses to sell time for 
weight-reducing preparations, 
products which can be bought only 
by mail, schools that promise jobs, 
all forms of speculation (the FCC 
forbids betting material on the 
air) and “objectionable medical 
advertising.” 


A Clash of Interests. 
What is objectionable to listen- 
ers, however, is not always 80 ob- 
jectionable to broadcasters. Proof 
of this is the list of pills, deodo- 
rants, vitamins and various medi- 
cations advertised by radio, Some 


careful with such material than 
others, but radio ag a whole con- 
tinues its pill-barrage. 

Generally, radio and advertising 
men have been quick to defend 
themselves. As one radio manu- 
facturer told advertisers, “The 
time has come for radio chains 
and stations to take off their 
whiskers and quit posing as pub- 
lic benefactors, Our gratitude 


advertisers whose dollars pay for 
everything we have in broadcast- 
ing.” 

The main purpose of advertisers, 
however, is to advertise; whereas 
radio stations (and networks 
through their key stations) are 
licensed by the Government to 
operate in the public interest. The 
responsibility for what the public

Brocaded with witty dialogue, 
clever plot, tongue-in-cheek mean- 
ings, and superbly tuneful songs, 
the operetta, written by Sir W. 8. 
Gilbert and composed by Sir Ar- 
thur §S. Sullivan, proceeded to un- 
fold its compound delights to an 
audience that made up, as they 
say, in attentiveness what it 
lacked in numbers, 

Again, as he has done for the 
more than 65 years of his creation, 
on stages in all parts of the Eng- 
lish- speaking world, Nanki- Poo, 
the “wandering minstrel,” really 
the runaway son of the Emperor, 
comes calling on lovely Yum-Yum, 
ward of Ko-Ko, Lord High Execu- 
tioner of Titipu. 

Again, with Yum-Yum_ con- 
demned to marry Ko-Ko and 
Nanki-Poo seeking a_ = suicide’s 
bough on the highest tree, does 
the path of true love not run 
smoothly. Ko-Ko is ordered by the 
Mikado to execute somebody. 
Lacking suitable candidates, he 
must accept Nanki-Poo’s offer. 
There’s a condition imposed by the 
love-lorn minstrel. It is that Yum- 
Yum be his bride until the exe- 
cutioner’s blade part them, one 
month later. When the Mikado 
arrives in the village, with Ka- 
tisha, the bride-to-be from whom 
Nanki-Poo had run away, he is 
presented with an affidavit testi- 
fying to the death of the unknown 
Nanki-Poo, But, of course, Ko-Ko 
was much too gentle really to 
have killed Nanki-Poo. So all, in 
the end, is thoroughly well.

As everybody knows, the story 
is not about the Mikado or about 
Japan at all, Gilbert and Sullivan 
knew nothing about Japan. They 
chose the country for their locale 
because it was virtually unknown 
at the time. But they did know 
England, red tape, prejudice, the 
wonderfulness, the manners, and 
the foibles of human beings. And 
so you might say that “The Mi- 
kado,” for all its peacock fans, 
names, etc., is really an England 
in the guises of a masked ball. 

For the above reason, it is re- 
grettable that the producers of 
the play found it necessary, last 
night, in opening choruses, when 
the cast introduces itself, to have 
the personnel of the play ‘refer 
to themselves as “gangsters of 
Japan” rather than the “gentle- 
men of Japan” of the original.

Menus for 
Tomorrow

HE scarce, hard-to-find pack- 

aged fruit flavored gelatine 

desserts have been staples on 
the American pantry shelf so long 
that we greatly miss their good- 
ness, beauty and utility. But 
there is no reason why we should 
do without this type of dessert 
so long as we have fresh fruit, 
fruity juices or the packaged fruit 
flavored beverage mixes and plain 
gelatine on the market. Fresh 
fruit juice, like orange, should be 
freshly squeezed just before using; 
it may or may not be strained. In 
any case it will be necessary to 
add sugar, and if you are striving 
for the briNiancy of color in the 
prepared, ready-to-mix gelatine 
desserts, it will be necessary to 
add a little certified food coloring. 
The use of too much coloring is 
sure to have an _ unfortunate 
psychological effect—one is bound 
to decide that both the flavor and 
color are synthetic. Only one 
color now obtainable is a true 
vegetable color, and that is yellow. 
The others however, are manu- 
factured under regulations issued 
by the U. 8. Board of Food and 
Drug inspection and are subject 
to the most rigid supervision. 
Manufacturers must send samples 
of each batch of each color he 
prepares to Government Chemists 
for analysis. Each container 
therefore, that bears the label “U. 
S. Certified” protects all users of 
food colors completely.

Luncheon Pancakes. 

This ig one way for mother to 
sit at the table and enjoy hot pan- 
cakes with the rest of the family. 
It is also a presentation of cakes 
in a new and interesting way. It 
is making plain, everyday foods 
look glamorous and taste as good 
as they look. Beat two eggs 
thoroughly, add three-fourths tea- 
spoon salt, one teaspoon sugar and 
one cup milk. Beat slightly; add 
one cup sifted all-purpose flour 
and another cup of milk. Beat un- 
til well-blended. Let stand about 
10 minutes. Saute one small, 
chopped onion in two tablespoons 
margarine over low heat for five 
minutes; add one tablespoon flour, 
then one cup sour cream and one- 
half teaspoon sugar. Cook a min- 
ute or until slightly thickened, 
stirring constantly. Add one 12- 
ounce tin luncheon meat, chopped 
fine. Rub a 10-inch skillet with 
shortening. Pour one-fourth cup 
of the batter into skillet, tilting it 
so that batter spreads over entire 
surface. Let brown on one side 
then turn over and brown on other 
side. Remove to a plate. Place 
about.two tablespoons of the meat 
mixture across center of pancake. 
Roll and place in lightly greased 
baking dish (oblong). Repeat un- 
til all batter is used. Mix one-half 
cup breadcrumbs and one-fourth 
cup Sutter, melted; sprinkle over 
rolls. Bake in a moderate oven 
(350 degrees) for 15 minutes. Serve 
immediately, 

Dinner: Creole style pork and 
green pepper, mashed sweet po- 
tatoes, buttered green beans, 
sliced tomatoes, spoon cornbread, 
and mixed fruit gelatine dessert. 


Spoon Cornbread. 

Here is a delicious traditional 
spoonbread recipe made without 
sugar. If your taste demands a 
bit of sugar, use it sparingly. Heat 
two and one-fourth cups milk to 
scalding; add two tablespoons but- 
ter and one teaspoon salt, and 
slowly stir in two-thirds cup corn- 
meal. Cook for one minute, stir- 
ring constantly. Remove from heat 
and cool a few minutes; then stir 
into three well-beaten egg yolks. 
Fold in three stiffly beaten egg 
whites and pour into a greased 
six-cup casserole. Bake in. a 
moderate oven (375 degrees) for 
35 to 40 minutes. Serve from bak- 
ing dish, with plenty of butter. 
Five servings. 


Honey Pumpkin Tarts 


One and one-half cups cooked 
sieved pumpkin, one-half cup milk, 
three-fourth cup honey, one-half 
teaspoon salt, one-half teaspoon 
nutmeg, one-half teaspoon ginger, 
one tablespoon gelatin, one-fourth 
cup cold water, one-half cup 
chopped black walnut meats, four 
tart shells, baked. 

Soften gelatin in cold water for 
five minutes, Combine all other 
ingredients except nuts and heat 
over boiling water. Add softened 
gelatin and stir until gelatin is 
dissolved, Stir im nuts and fill 
shells, Chill until firm.

How It Started

THE “SEABEES.” 


Their motto is, “Can Do, Will 
Do, Did!” with “everything” un- 
derstood, It was the Seabees who 
originated the line, “We do the 
difficult immediately; the impos- 
sible takes a little longer.” They 
are “First to land, last to leave,” 
and they have left mementoes in 
the Aleutians, in the South Pa- 
cific, in Europe, Africa, Asia, South 
America—in the form of air fields, 
docks, roads, hospitals, bridges, 
and all the other vital military 
and naval installations, to say 
nothing of a generous quota of 
dead Japs and Germans. 

The Seabees were organized by 
the Navy on Dec, 29, 1941—three 
weeks after Pearl Harbor, Their 
origin was the result of trouble 
experienced in hagdling -undisci- 
plined civilian labor on Wake Is- 
land and in other combat areas. 
The first authorization of Seabees 
was for 3300. This was soon raised 
to 10,000, then to 20,000, then to 
255,000 officers and men. 

The name “Seabee” is an inter- 
esting composite. It stands for 


the C. B.in Construction Battalion, 
and the spelling, “Seabee” points 
to the outfit as part of the naval 
branch of the service—officially, 
“Naval Construction Battalion!” 
The emblem of the Seabee is a 
fighting bee wearing a sailor's 
cap: In its forehands or legs the 
bee clutches a tommygun; in its 

“midship hand” is a wrench, and 
in its “aft hand” a carpenter’s 
hammer! 

The saying in the service is that 
when the Marines have landed on 
an island, it will ustally be found 
that the Seabees have been there 
before them, Certainly the Ma- 
rines have a soft spot in their 
tough hearts for the Seabees; 
slow to be impressed but quick 
to recognize what it takes, they 
have long sung the Seabee’s 
praises.

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A Discussion 
Of Endocrine 
Body Glands

NE of the most active fields 
0 of medical study and interest 

in the past quarter of a cen- 
tury has been that of the ductless, 
or endocrine glands, The small 
masses of glandular tissue scat- 
tered over the body and discharg- 
ing -their secretions directly into 
the blood stream were found to 
influence growth, weight, nutrition 
and reproductive functions and, 
by implication, personality, mental 
life and many other not readily 
definable aspects of health and 
happiness. 

The public was as charmed as 
the medical profession with the 
possibilities and even more gul- 
lible in their willingness to take 
“shots” designed to improve the 
character, complexion and social 
graces.

UNDOUBTEDLY, in many in- 
stances, they got their hopes too 
high and as a natural consequence 
there has been a reaction of disap- 
pointment and skepticism about 
these wonder working extracts, 

Someone asked me the other 
ddy along these lines whether 
there were any solid objective 
methods of examining a person to 
see whether any disturbance of 
He was 
under the impression that doctors 
just sort of guessed that because 
this person was too stout or too 
short or a little eccentric that 
this or that endocrine extract 
would fix him up, so he tried two 
or three in a highly experimental 
mood. 

The question has a good deal of 
point and deserves an answer. If 
the enthusiastic layman, beguiled 
by endocrine fairy tales, had 
looked in one of the more con- 
servative medical treatises on the 
subject, he would have found 
statements for which proof can 
be adduced, and quite a dearth of 
the wishful thinking about the 
effects of endocrines that charac- 
terizes some of the “popular” pro- 
nouncements.

IN THE FIRST place, endocrine 
disorder ig fairly rare. The only 
common ones are diabetes and 
disturbances of the thyroid gland. 
The idea that everyone or even 
50 per cent of the population is 
somewhat unbalanced this way is 

ure fancy. 

. One of the really scientific prac- 
titioners of endocrinology known 
to me makes the following rou- 
tine examinations on every s8Us5- 
pected case; 

1. Anthromometry measure- 
ment of height, span of arms, com-~ 
parison of upper and lower body 
segments, and weight. 

2. Fat distribution,. 
leanness. 

8. Basal metabolism—this is @ 
measurement of oxygen consump- 
tion, and indicates whether nutri- 
tion is going at a fast or slow 
rate. 

4. Blood sedimentation test. 

5. X-ray studies of the bones of 
at least the wrist and ankle. Often 
the whole skeleton is X-rayed. 
Study of these plates indicates 
better than anything else whether 
growth is proceeding according to 
schedule,‘ They are, of course, 
most valuable in children, 

6. Chemical and blood tests, (1) 
Blood cholesterol, (2) 48-hour cre- 
atine excretion tests, (3) glucose 
tolerance test, (4) blood calcium.

YOU DON’T have to know what 
all these mean, I put them down 
simply to give the impression that 
they are exact measurements, 
carried out in a chemical labora- 
tory and hence not influenced by 
the unrestrained imaginings of the 
examiner.

WASHINGTON, Sunday. 

RIDAY I talked for a while 
F with a representative of the 

Kast and West Association, 
and was interested to hear of the 
plans for their meetings here in 
Washington. The effort to ac- 
quaint us with Oriental people and 
to change our rather narrow con- 
ception of them is a good prepara- 
tion for what we all hope will be 
better co-operation in the future. 

A few friends came to lunch 
that day, among them Miss Marcia 
Dalrymple of the Office of the Co- 
ordinator of Inter-American Af- 
fairs, who has just visited nine of 
the Latin-American countries. She 
was most enthusiastic about her 
trip and spoke especially of the 
work which the women are doing 
in the various countries to im- 
prove the standard of living among 
the people.

THERE IS, of course, a great 
deal to be done from the point of 
view of health and nutrition and 
education, and many of these 
countries are beginning today on 
things which have long been ac- 
complished in the United States. 
Therefore, we can be of real as- 
sistance, The head of the Depart- 
ment of Education in Nicaragua 
is at present studying in this coun- 
try and came to see me not long 
ago.
